May 6, 1945 
Germany 


Dear Saints of the Church of God: 

I was sitting here reading some in 
the Evangel and* thought I would 
write you a few lines. 

It is very lonesome here in Ger- 
many tonight .... lonesome for God. 
I am a sinner and need God in the 
worst way. I once knew the love of 
God but I drifted away out into the 
blackness of sin. I believe with all my 
heart that God had called me to 
preach the Word of God but I let Sa- 
tan defy me. 

Brother and sisters in Christ, if any- 
one needs your prayers I need them 
more than anything in this world. I 
was reading in the Evangel about the 
good revivals and conventions and I 
surely would like to go to a good re- 
vival.

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The Pastor Must Be and Must Not Be 


This is a true saying, If a man de- 
sire the office of a bishop, he de- 
sireth a good work. 

A bishop then must be blameless, 
the husband of one wife, vigilant, so- 
ber, of good behaviour, given to hos- 
pitality, apt to teach; 

Not given to wine, no striker, not 
greedy of filthy lucre; but patient, 
not a brawler, not covetous; 

One that ruleth well his own house, 
having his children in subjection with 
all gravity; 

(For if a man know not how to rule 
his own house, how shall he take care 
of the church of God?) 

Not a novice, lest being lified up 
with pride he fall into the condemna- 
tion of the devil. 

Moreover he must have a good re- 
port of them which are without; lest 
he fall into reproach and the snare of 
the devil. 


WHAT THE PASTOR MUST BE 

The highest standards ever re- 
quired of any group of men are im- 
posed upon those called into the min- 
istry. We have dealt with the six 
things that the pastor MUST NOT 
BE. We will now consider the ten 
things that the pastor MUST BE. The 
things the pastor must not be can 
usually be avoided by self-control and 
the overcoming of temptation and 
fleshly ambitions. The ten things that 
HE MUST BE are in the majority and 
of high standards and are attained by 
self-control, hard work, and diplo- 
macy. 

HE MUST BE VIGILANT 

Vigilant means alertness; to avoid 
danger; to be watchful and cautious. 

The pastor must ever be on guard 
to protect his own influence and 
spiritual life. Then, as a second re- 
sponsibility, he is charged with the 
care of his flock and must be a 
watchman and guard them. 

The common enemy of all right- 
eousness aims at the pastor as big 
game. He sets for him some danger- 
ous traps, deadly pitfalls; and they 
are all well camouflaged, beautifully 
decorated, and well baited. 

The fiock is continually being sub- 
jected to the threats and destructive 
attacks of the satanic powers of the 
world. They are tempted, tried, and 
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discouraged. Some are weak and easy 
to yield to the wicked influence, add- 
ing to the ever-increasing respon- 
Sibilities and burdens of the pastors. 

The pastor is as a watchman on the 
wall, and as a shepherd charged with 
the responsibility of feeding and pro- 
tecting the flock. He must be alert, 
wide awake, and always on the job. 

The pastor who loves his flock will 
sit up all night with them. He will go 
down into the valley of death to 
protect them. He is willing to spend 
and be spent for them. When the 
roaring lion comes out against them, 
he is alert and is in position to strike 
him. When the sly old wolf is sneak- 
ing near the door of one of his mem- 
bers, the vigilant pastor will appear 
in his defense. 


HE MUST BE THE RULER OF HIS 
OWN HOUSE 

A ruler is one who rules, or controls. 
There are various ways of ruling. One 
might rule by force, and another by 
grace and persuasion. The Lord does 
not rule His people by force. He tells 
them what to do, and their destiny 
if they disobey. Then He applies the 
rule of love and blessings. 

If the minister of God is to rule 
his own house he must apply the rule 
of grace, persuasion, blessings, and 
force. The minister’s problems with a 
family of children are many and all 
can not be solved by one rule. There 
will be times when a manifestation of 
love is required, and other problems 
may be solved by persuasion, and 
sometimes a blessing administered in 
the form of a gift or furnishing of the 
necessities of life; but there will be 
times that a father will have to be 
emphatic and use force to control his 
children. There is no harm, and often 
much good accomplished by the use 
of the rod, especially when adminis- 
tered properly. 

One of the pastor’s greatest prob- 
lems is his own family. Members of 
the church watch them in the home, 
on the street, in the church, and at 
play. Every wrong move that the 
preacher’s child makes is magnified 
and often used against the influence 
of the minister or in defense of the 


wickedness of some other young per- 
son. 

HE MUST BE THE HUSBAND OF 

ONE WIFE 

Some have interpreted this state- 
ment to mean that a minister must 
not have two wives; others under- 
stand that the pastor must be mar- 
ried. Regardless of what it means, I 
think both views are very nearly 
right. Most certainly the pastor must 
not have two wives, and he should 
have one. There is no wrong about a 
man pastoring a church who has no 
wife, but he is lacking. He is minus 
his best half and greatly handicapped 
in carrying out the duties of a pas- 
tor in the most efficient manner. 


HE MUST HAVE A GOOD REPORT 
OF THEM WHICH ARE WITHOUT 
The pastor is a living epistle known 
and read by the church and _ those 
without. No other man is watched 
and put to the test as he is. They lis- 
ten to and weigh his words. They 
watch his life and activities. They 
check his conduct. If the pastor is 
guilty of a wrong by either omission 
or commission, the people hear about 
it. It becomes the talk of the town and 
often gets to the public press. The 
pastor’s life must be above reproach. 
He must have the confidence of his 
church and the public in general. 

The good report is urged by Paul, 
“Lest he fall into reproach and the 
snare of the devil.” 

The devil has many snares set for 
the pastor; if he is allured and caught 
in any of them, he falls into reproach. 
Then he and also the church suffer 
great loss. 

One of the dangerous pitfalls that 
the devil would like to catch the pas- 
tor in is that of debt. The pastor who 
is not prompt in meeting his financial 
obligations, becomes a reproach to the 
church. Honesty does not make a man 
a Christian, but being a Christian 
should make a man honest, and es- 
pecially him who has the high call- 
ing to preach the gospel. The general 
public will never be convinced that a 
dishonest man is a good man. Neither 
will they be convinced that a man 
who will not make his word good or 
pay his just debts is an honest man. 
It is as natural for a good man to tell 
the truth and pay his debts as it is for

The Jewish Missionary Magazine re- 
lated the following story concerning 
the Jews here and in Europe: 

“Stressing that American Jews are 
the strongest single body able to en- 
sure the survival of the million and a 
half Jews in Europe remaining from 
a pre-war population of six million, 
Isaac H. Levy of New York, vice chair- 
man of the American Jewish Joint Dis- 
tribution Committee, recently urged 
full support of the national campaign 
of the JDC for $46,570,000. Mr. Levy 
spoke of a meeting of the committee’s 
St. Louis-Southern Illinois zone. He 
said the national goal is the minimum 
sum requested by European Jewish 
communities for the task of saving 
Jewish lives and rebuilding Jewish in- 
stitutions.”

A Double Conscientious Objection 


SENEY, Mich. — (UP) —Paul G. 
Voelker, who submitted his resigna- 
tion as post manager of the Germ- 
fask, Mich., conscientious objectors’ 
camp, scene of a sit-down strike, 
charged that Selective Service’s treat- 
ment of the men amounted to “re-es- 
tablishment of slavery.” 

“This action is taken only after 
thoroughly familiarizing myself with 
the situation,” Voelker’s letter of res- 
ignation to Clarence Johnson of the 
Department of Interior said. 

“I have found Selective Service’s 
treatment of men in the camp to be 
the re-establishment of slavery and 
punishment of men whose conscience 
does not permit their participation in 
war.”

Jewish Refugees in Palestine 


Jewish Missionary Magazine reports 
that, “More than 1,100 Jewish re- 
fugees arrived in Palestine in a re- 
cent seven-day period, Rabbi James 
G. Heller, chairman of the United 
Palestine Appeal, announced recently. 
Of the total, 899 were from liberated 
Italy. Rabbi Heller said agencies of 
the Appeal would provide adjustment 
aid and other help to the newcomers 
and would arrange for their settle- 
ment in urban and rural communities 
in Palestine. The United Palestine 
Appeal seeks funds to help meet the 
$35,300,000 budget for 1945 of the Pal- 
estine Foundation Fund and the 
Jewish National Fund, which promote 
the agricultural and economic de- 
velopment of the Jewish settlement in 
Palestine.”

Pastor Martin Neimoeller has been 
released from the Nazi prison camp 
in reasonably good health. He read 
300 English books after he was 
allowed to have books. He plans to 
visit England and the United States.

He also de- 
clared that the Germans now know 
that idealism is worthless.

“morals may be taught and the Bible 
read.” After all, that is what counts 
most.

Religious Issue in Russia 
RNS states that newspapers have 
opened their columns in Russia 
“widely to articles attempting to 
prove that religious beliefs are opposed 
to scientific truth.” What may follow 
is anyone’s guess. I have doubted if 
Russia were getting converted to any 
great extent. Let us hope for the best. 
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The word “recipient” means “one 
who receives,” as a recipient of high 
honors, and in my opinion no greater 
honor could come to any man than 
to receive the Holy Ghost. As we at- 
tempt to philosophize the above 
mentioned subject, we hope to show 
in this philosophy who, according to 
the Scriptures, God has included in 
Pentecost, and whether or not it is 
for the people of this Twentieth Cen- 
tury. Hundreds and thousands of 
people agree that the disciples re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost and spoke with 
tongues at Pentecost, but contend 
that it is not for us today. Well, let’s 
see. I guess Pentecost would be a good 
place to start to make our survey of 
this very important’ subject. Of 
course, according to the Scriptures, 
one hundred and twenty received the 
Holy Ghost on that memorable day. 
Acts 1:15. At that time there were 
dwelling at Jerusalem Jews, devout 
men, out of every nation under heav- 
en, and when Peter had about fin- 
ished his unique Pentecostal sermon, 
several of these men asked, “Men and 
brethren what shall we do?” to which 
question Peter answered, Acts 2:38, 
39, “Repent, and be baptized every 
one of you in the name of Jesus 
Christ for the remission of sins, and 
ye shall receive the gift of the Holy 
Ghost. For the promise is unto you 
(yes, individually), and to your chil- 
dren, and to all that are afar off 
(Yes, collectively or to the audience 
as at Pentecost where the one hun- 
dred and twenty received the bless- 
ing, which information, in my opin- 
ion, means what it says and _ says 
what it means; yes, and what’s 
more), even as many as the Lord our 
Qo shall call.” Moffatt’s Transla- 

tion says, “For anyone whom the Lord 
our God may call to himself.” This is 
avery plain proposition here and 
should be just as easily understood as 
any scripture in the Bible, and cer- 
tainly means as much to you and 
every one as the doctrine of repent- 
ance, baptism, sanctification, or any 
other doctrine of the Bible; and the 
foregoing just means that you and I 
are just as much entitled to the Holy 
Ghost as the one hundred and twenty 
at Pentecost. 


®@ Every professing Christian most 
certainly contends that he is God- 
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called, and if you are God-called, 
then you are not called unto unclean- 
ness but unto holiness, according to 
1 Thess. 4:7. Of course, holiness is the 
highest standard of religion America 
affords, and is the Bible standard, 
therefore God does not call one to one 
thing and another to something else 
but every person is called to the one 
and only standard of the Bible. All 
such are privileged characters and 
recipients of every doctrine and prin- 
ciple of salvation, and, of course, this 
includes the Holy Ghost like as re- 
ceived at Pentecost two thousand 
years ago. Now we understand that 
the contention of thousands is that 
the one hundred and twenty drank 
all the wine (spiritual) on the day of 
Pentecost and none was ever given 
thereafter, i, e., no one else has 
ever received the blessing since that 
day. 

Right here I propose to prove that 
others did receive it after Pentecost. 
For example, eight years after this 
first great outpouring on the hundred 
and twenty, Cornelius, a Gentile 
(not a Jew, if you please), and 
they that heard the Word, received 
the Holy Ghost, even at the astonish- 
ment of those of the circumcision 
who came with Peter, yet they could 
not deny the facts as they were be- 
cause they heard them speak with 
tongues and magnify God. Peter and 
his committee of Jews said, “Can any 
man forbid water, that these should 
not be baptized, which have received 
the Holy Ghost as well as we (Jews) ? 
And he commanded that they be bap- 
tized in the name of the Lord.” Here is 
a testimony from this same preacher 
and in this particular sermon which 
converted Cornelius, that should be 
sufficient evidence for any one to be- 
lieve in the Holy Ghost and be a re- 
cipient of same. This is found in the 
opening remarks of Peter’s address to 
these Gentiles. Acts 10:34, “Then 
Peter opened his mouth, and said, Of 
a truth I perceive that God is no re- 
specter of persons (in the _ plural) 
(Moffatt explains that “God has no 
favorites.): But in every nation he 
that feareth him, and worketh right- 
eousness is accepted with him.” 

Some will ask, “What experience 


did Cornelius have before Peter 
preached to him?” Some think he was 








already saved, some think he was 
sanctified. Two things we do know 
and that is Cornelius received the Holy 
Ghost and God does not give the Holy 
Ghost to sinners, but according to Pe- 
ter’s statement, in every nation he 
that feareth God and worketh right- 
eousness is accepted with Him. If you 
are any part of a nation, and will fear 
God and do the right thing, then you 
are entitled to the blessings of salva- 
tion just like Cornelius and his house- 
hold. The thing most important now 
is that we take God at His Word in 
this particular event, just as we do in 
other doctrines that we hold near and 
dear to us, and when we do the bless- 
ing will come to us as other blessings 
come, of course, by faith. As upon 
every occasion when the Holy Ghost 
was given, it was on the condition of 
faith and obedience, which condition 
is between every man and God today. 


Twenty-one years after Pentecost 
Paul, having passed through the up- 
per coasts, came to Ephesus, and find- 
ing certain disciples, he asked them, 
“Have ye received the Holy Ghost 
since ye believed?” The R. V. and mar- 
gin say, “Did ye receive the Holy 
Ghost when ye believed?” But these 
disciples answered, “We have not so 
much as heard whether there be any 
Holy Ghost.” “Then unto what were 
ye baptized?” asked Paul. They said, 
“Unto John’s baptism.” Then Paul ex- 
plained John baptized with the bap- 
tism of repentance, saying unto the 
people that they should believe on 
Him which should come after him, 
that is, on Christ Jesus. When they 
heard this they were baptized in the 
name of the Lord Jesus and when 
Paul had laid his hands on them the 
Holy Ghost came on them and they 
spake with tongues and prophesied. 
Acts 19:7 says that all the men were 
about twelve. Now this is the third 
time we have record of a Holy Ghost 
outpouring during the period of 
twenty-one years, and each time they 
spake with tongues, which we do not 
think is all the evidence, but to be 
sure the initial evidence of this great 
blessing which comes to every per- 
son that is a recipient. 

Last but not least, may we advise 
that though the Holy Ghost is for 
even aS many as the Lord our God

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Matt. 11:28-30, “Come unto me, all 
ye that labour and are heavy laden, 
and I will give you rest. Take my yoke 
upon you, and learn of me; for I am 
meek and lowly in heart: and ye shall 
find rest unto your souls. For my yoke 
is easy and my burden is light.” 


Jesus is offering this great and 
wonderful opportunity of rest to a 
ruined and sin-tossed world. As He 
looks out over the wicked cities of 
this earth, with their ungodliness and 
great wickedness, and reproves them 
for their unthankfulness and impu- 
dence to God, He tells them how aw- 
ful it will be for them at the day of 
judgment, if they fail to come and 
humble themselves from their sinful, 
haughty ways, and accept the great 
peace and rest He is offering the 
weary. I can think of nothing else so 
consoling, so comforting, so inviting 
to sinners and people of God alike, 
than this passage of scripture, “Come 
unto me, all ye that labour and are 
heavy laden, and I will give you rest.” 

When we think of rest then we 
think of how the world is laboring, 
toiling, struggling, in these war times 
from a natural side. We hurry, hurry 
through the day, all we can, to help 
in the struggle for our home front. 
Our natural bodies are so tired and 
worn from a continual carrying on 
that we are tempted to give up, but 
we think of our precious boys and 
girls on the battlefields and there is 
no place or time to give upor let 
down in our work. 

There is a way we can help and we 
must do our part. If we come to Jesus 
He can rest our tired bodies and give 
us super-strength. We hear and read 
a lot in these days about something 
to give us extra strength and courage, 
that much-needed pep and some- 
thing to keep us cheerful. But oh, just 
one hour of quiet relaxation in some 
place of prayer and meditation be- 
fore God, with a fervent, sincere 
heart, will give us that extra much- 
needed energy and keep us happy and 
cheerful while on the job. How very 
well do we people of God realize that 
we can do more for our boys across 
the waters, more for our country, 
more for poor lost humanity, more on 
the home front, if we go down before 
God on our knees and faces and get 
that “rest,” that joy and peace of God 
that gives us assurance from God 
that victory is ours.

Some towns are largely English while 
a number of other towns are _ pre- 
dominantly Scandinavian, Finnish, 
Swedish, and Norwegian, some sixty 
thousand, I believe. They are lovely 
people, easy to become attached to 
and to appreciate and respect. Their 
hospitality could hardly be excelled. 
Their love and regard for truth and 
earnest sincerity is very evident. 


I had traveled for a night and a 
day, arriving in Dollar Bay late in the 
evening amidst much snow and cold, 
yet the country was lovely and of ever 
changing interest and beauty. Arriv- 
ing at the home of Brother Arthur An- 
derson and family, also Brother Fred 
Zaukelies and mother, I was received 
with warm appreciation and joy. It 
was indeed a pleasure to see them 
after the intervening years that had 
Separated us. A brother and his wife 
from Calumet came over. Brother 
Franz, a Lutheran brother of Dollar 
Bay, came in and quite afew had 
gathered. Brother Franz urged that 
we should have a service. I was tired 
but felt we should accept the oppor- 
tunity and God met us there and 
helped us to speak to this precious 
people who had not understood holi- 
ness in its fulness and the Baptism of 
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the Holy Ghost. They received the 
Word with joy. Arrangements were 
made fora _ service the following 
night. Quite a large number were 
present. Ged’s presence was with us 
again, giving favor for the Church 
and confirming the truth, various 
members present assenting to the 
truth and declaring they desired a 
spiritual revival. 

On Sunday morning I visited a 
Congregational Church. Brother 
Arthur Anderson has been working 
with this group, seeking to adminis- 
ter to them God’s precious Word. I 
was invited to speak to them, and, 
again, God helped us and His Spirit 
touched them. They urged us to re- 
turn and speak to them again. They 
have a lovely church and very sin- 
cere people. I was cordially invited in- 
to the home of Brother and _ Sister 
Isaac Franz, and was_ graciously 
served.

At the 
close of the service, about 8:15 p.m., 
we all gathered in the home of 
Brother and Sister John Anderson, a 
very lovely home and a large spacious 
reception room. A large crowd had 
gathered. God’s presence was im- 
pressively real. My soul is stirred as I 
recall how wondrously real He was 
to us all. The people were hungry and 
thirsting for God’s best. While ar- 
rangements were taking place, one 
spoke, “I believe we can receive the 
Holy Ghost just as they did on the 
day of Pentecost.” Another joined in 
and said, “Did they not receive the 
Baptism and speak with other 
tongues as recorded in Acts 2?”

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ECHOES FROM THE FIELD

I have labored in the Mexican field 
for more than a dozen years; in fact, 
“casi me converti en Mexicano.” I 
have seen the work grow from one 
church with about forty members to 
a group of 212 congregations with a 
membership of nearly 5,000. I ap- 
preciate the magnitude of the work 
and, more than that, the faithfulness 
of our Mexican ministers who, under 
God, have made such accomplish- 
ments possible. During these days 
here in British Guiana, I received a 
letter from an ex-Catholic Bishop 
who, until he was converted a few 
years ago, was one of our strongest 
opponents. I quote a paragraph from 
his letter. 


“Beloved brother in Christ, I have 
to thank you for not forgetting me in 
your prayers. I am disposed to visit 
your churches, if possible, and to be- 
come a useful member in your teach- 
ings of spiritual power, testifying to 
that which the Lord has done for me 
since 1937.” 


My trip from Panama to British 
Guiana by way of Port-of-Spain and 
Trinidad, was very interesting. The 
plane trip alone was sufficient to keep 
me absorbed throughout the entire 
journey. However, we shall not dwell 
on the material scenes as there are 
other matters far more important. It 
is sufficient to say that the panorama 
of ever-changing and _ contrasting 
vistas was enough to keep me awed 
as the giant airliner went sailing 
gracefully through space. 


We were able to make some impor- 
tant contacts in Colombia and Ven- 
ezuela where God has already begun 
to pour out His Spirit in Holy Ghost 
revivals. It was in Colombia I first 
met Brother Jose Bonilla, a mission- 
ary-graduate of Moody Bible Insti- 
tute, Chicago.

After the 
regular services on Sunday, the of- 
ficial welcome was announced for 
Monday night so that representatives 
from other churches could take part. 
The opening service on Monday night 
was preceded by a brief open-air 
meeting and a half-mile-long proces- 
sion to the National Baptist Church 
where we are holding a series of 
special meetings. The interest is very 
great at these meetings where we 
preach to overflowing crowds which 
usually fill the narrow street in front 
of the temple. We have excellent or- 
der as far as behavior is concerned, as 
the police are almost always present 
to keep the traffic moving. St. Paul’s 
Church, where we are holding serv- 
ices, is the principal one among a 
group of five churches belonging to 
this fellowship. One of the churches 
is over in Dutch Guiana’ where they 
have a nice church and mission 
house. The pastor of the latter con- 
gregation wrote and asked me to 
come to them. Pray and watch the 
Evangel for further information and 
reports from these mission fields!

a normal man to breath. 
HE MUST BE OF GOOD BEHAVIOR 
“Behavior.” The word which applies 
to our mode of acting in the presence 
of others or toward them, often refers 
to purely external relations or to 
particular instances, and is especially 
used with the conduct and general 
deportment of a pastor. Further in 
the same chapter, after the writer 
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had finished with his instructions on 
the qualification of a bishop and dea- 
con, in the fifteenth verse he advises 
“But if I tarry long, that thou mayest 
know how thou oughtest to behave 
thyself in the house of God.” The 
pastor can misbehave by talking too 
much and about things that he 
should not. He can misbehave by 
playing smart and trving to “show 
off” what he knows. He can misbe- 
have by being fractious, impatient, 
giving away to the flesh, and saying 
hard and uncalled-for things to the 
people. He can misbehave by being 
disagreeable and generally obstinate 
and ugly.
